Stricken three .years ago with 
baffling rheumatoid arthritis in 
her right leg, the attractive 
child wore a cast for many 
months but how no longer 
wears it at night—although she 
goes to sleep hugging "my old 
leg" like a doll. 


Lisa is-one of 30,000 young- 


sters in the United States wfio 
are afflicted by rheumatoid ar- 
thritis which interferes with 
bone growth and may cause 
deformity, In addition to the 
study center visited by Lisa at 
Rochester, March of Dimes 
funds have made possible the 
opening of additional arthritis 
study centers in New York 
City, Dallas and San Francisco, 


Mrs. Sliker recounts: 
"My husband and I were 


scared 
witless when

was diagnosed as

thritis, which somehow sound- 
ed like something that might 
strike your great-grandfather.
